Conference Agreement on

National Defense Adopted. 


DRASTIC PROVISIONS 
GIVE TO PRESIDENT 
RETALIATORY POWERS 


Bill Also Creates Tariff 
Commission, Increases 
Dyestuff Duties, Has Anti- 
Dumping Clause and Pro- 
vides Various Taxes. 


Washington, September 7. — Congress 
plans to adjourn Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. After nine months devoted to 
legislation both houses held protracted 
pessions tonight to wind up their af- 
fairs by approving the conference 


agreement on the emergency revenue | 
bill to raise approximately $200,000,000 | 


desired by the administration to meet 
extraordinary appropriations for na- 
tional defense and the Mexican emer- 
gency. 

The senate at 12:55 Friday morning 
adopted the conference report on the 
emergency revenue bill without a rec- 
ord vote clearing the way for adjourn- 
ment of congress at 10 o'clock. 

At 1:07 a. m. the senate recessed until 
$ o’clock: The concurrent resolution 
for adjournment at 10 o'clock was left 
on the table for action when the senate 
resumes. 

Only the physical impossibility of 
engrossing the revenue measure in time 
for the president’s approval before to- 
morrow morning prevented final ad- 
journment tonight, despite the waning 
protests of members of both houses, 
who threatened but did not execute the 
threats to prolong the session by de- 

ands for action on measures which 
Beere crowded over until the winter 
session.

The last . ppropriation measure, the 
Beneral deficiency bill, was adopted by 
both houses while waiting for the con- 
ference report on the revenue bill and 
the senate ratified the Danish treaty 
to provide for purchase of the Danish 
West Indies for $25,000,000. The cor- 
rupt practices bill to limit campaign 
expenditures and the immigration bill, 
which President Wilson had announced 
he would veto if passed, were put aside 
and will be taken up and pressed to a 


grvote early in the December session. 


The revenue bill as it goes to Presi- 
dent Wilson for approval tomorrow 
contains drastic provisions empowering 
the president to retaliate against for- 
eign interference with American com- 
merce, creates a non-partisan tariff 
commission, increases the duties on 
dyestuff to encourage their manufac- 
ture in the United States, provides 
means to prevent dumping of cheap 
foreign made goods into American mar- 
kets after the war and provides for 
income, inheritance, munitions, corpo- 
ration stock, liquor and miscellaneous 
internal révenue taxes. 

During consideration of-the report in 
the senate Senator Chamberlain, of 
Oregon, protested vigorously against 


elimination by the conference commit- | 


tee of a retaliatory provision against 
Canadian control of Pacific coast fish- 
eries and Representative Gardner, of 
Massachusetts, enlivened the house 
with bitter denunciation of the retalia- 
tory provisions against foreign inter- 
ference with American commerce. 

Most Important Measure. 

Agreement on the revenue bill was 
reached by the conference committee 
headed by Senator Simmons and Ma- 
jority Leader Kitchin after two days 
of almost continuous deliberation. In 
the opinion of administration leaders 
the bill, which will ra#e approximately 
$200,000,000, is the most important 
measure of its kind ever enacted by 
congress. 

Besides the tax provisions the bill 
contains legislative provisions of far- 
reaching importance, including the cre- 
ation of a non-partisan tariff commis- 
sion, provisions to prevent dumping of 
cheap foreign-made goods in American 
markets after the European war is 
over and drastic provisions giving the 


TROOPERS IN CAMP 
10 GO 10 BORDER 


Order From War Depart- 
ment Is Expected Soon. 
Twelve Regiments Back 
From Border Mustered Out 


Washington, September 7.— Orders 
were issued by the war department to- 
day for the discharge from _ federal 
service as soon as _ practicable of 
twelve national guard regiments com- 
prising about 15,000 men recently with- 
drawn to their home states from the 
Mexican border, and a number of small- 
er organizations of some 1,500 college 
and university students. 

Orders for the mustering out of addi- 
tional units are expected to follow 
soon. The next regiment to leave the 
federal service will be the Fourteenth 
New York infantry, now at camp near 
Fishkill, N. Y., which will go as soon 
as its members are freed from danger 
of para-typhoid contagion. A number of 
cases of the disease already have been 
reported in that regiment and it will 
be held as a matter of precaution in 
the camp until the infection has been 
eradicated. 

Surgeon General Gorgas said today 
a vigorous campaign against the dis- 
ease was being waged and that je 
expected to see it stamped out prompt- 
ly. A special para-typhoid serum is 
being manufactured and special pre- 
cautions are taken to prevent the in- 
fection from spreading. 

All to Have Chance. 

There are about forty thousand 
guardsmen still in ‘state mobilization 
camps, ahd these probably wil! be dis- 
patched to the border very soon to 
relieve men now serving there. Secre- 
tary Baker favors giving all the state 
troops a chance for the training to be 
acquired on the patrol line. 

Today’s orders were construed by 
some officials as a preliminary move 
to the withdrawal of General Pershing’s 
regulars from Mexico. Officers of the 
general staff insisted, however, that the 
release of the guardsmen resulted prin- 
cipally from the improving conditéons 
on the border. 

The original order for all guardsmen 
in the federal service to move to the 
border ats soon as possible, although 
held in abeyance by General Funston’s 
request received by the department 
wher the railroad strike was imminent, 
has not_been revoked. Secretary Baker 
is expected to lift the suspension short- 
ly and permit troops waiting in mobil- 
ization’ camps to move as ‘soon as they 
are ready. 

The orcer releasing the college men 
requires them to go to their home 
mobilization camps for mustering out 
and resuming their status in the state 
guards. 

Official Announcement. 

The war department official an- 
nouncement was made in the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The secretary of war directs that 
all the organizations of the national 
guard in the federal service recently 
ordered from the border to their re- 
spective mobilization camps, be mus- 
tered out of the federal service as soon 
as practicable and returned to the 
normal status of national guard troops 
except in the case of the Fourteenth 
New York regiment which is to be 
held.in service at its mobilization camp 
pending the prevalence in that regi- 
ment of para-typhoid. 

“As soon as it can be safely done 
this regiment also will be mustered 
out. Similar precaution should be 
taken with any other organization re- 
turning from the border’ suffering 
from any infection or which is under 
suspicion of ‘being infected.” 

The regiments affected by the order 
are the First Louisiana infantry; 
Second, Fourteenth and Seventy-first 
New York infantry; First and Fourth 
New Jersey infantry; Fourth Maryland 
infantry; First and Second Illinois in- 
fantry; First and Third Missouri in- 
fantry; Fifth California infantry: 
Third Oregon infantry, and Second 
Washington infantry. 

All organizations composed ex- 
clusively of students also were ordered 
mustered out of the federal service. 
The order, however, does not affect 
individual students enrolled as such in 
national guard organizations.

HUSBAND 10 BLAME 
MRS. ADAMS CLAIMS 


Declares Taunts and Threats 
Following Her Confession 
Caused Her to Seek Victim 
and Fire Fatal Bullets. 


Declaring that her action 
Captain E. J. Spratling at Camp Harris 
was the result of the taunts and threats 
of her husband, H. T. Adams, of 
lanta, 
a startling statement at the Bibb coun- 
ty jail here today. 

Mrs, Adams claims that instead of 
getting the sympathy which she ex- 
pected following her confession of the 
alleged wrongs committed by the doc- 
tor in his office her husband taunted 
her and raved at her, telling her that 
she did not have nerve enough to kill 
a rat. 

“T did not tell my husband of Dr. 
Spratling attacking me for several rea- 
sons,” said Mrs. AGams. “Mr. Adams 
is a strange man. He left me once, 
and we were separated for 28 months, 
and I was afraid he wouldn't under- 
stand and would leave me again. I be- 
lieve he would have killed Dr. Sprat- 
ling had he known what he had done. 

“Il was afraid of Dr. Spralting. He 
was much older than I. 


I was in hopes that it would not affect 
him like it did, but it seemed to drive 
him almost crazy. He would not ac- 
cept my*explanation of why I had not 
told him sooner, declaring it was his 
duty to protect me and that I should 
have told him; that people would think 
he was a poor sort of a man to let any- 
one abuse his wife. He said I should 
have come to him and cleared myself. 
Husband Threatened to Leave. 

“The next day he acted so that I 
could hardly stand it. He left his bank 
book at the house and told me to take 
the money and go to my home in Nash- 
ville. When I did not go he told me if 
I didn’t go he would, and tell why he 
left. He forced me to kill the physi- 
cian. 

“Dr. Spratling had broken up my 
home and 1 decided to kill him. ! went 
to a pawn shop on Decatur street in 
Atlanta and purchased a pistol. 
went to his office and was told by 
the elevator boy that Dr. *Spratling 
was in Macon. Then I decided to come 
to Macon. My husband left the house 
about 5:30 a. m., to go to work. He 
thought I was asleep, but 1 wasn’t. ] 
felt the only way foér me to clear my- 
self was for me to kill the man who 
had ruined my home. Anybody else 
would have done the same thing. 

“When I arrived in Macon I got in- 
structions how to reach the camp and 
after my arrival there 1 asked for 
directions how to reach Captain Sprat- 
ling’s tent. I went in the wrong tent. 
lr was several tents‘away from Captair 
Spratling’s. Then I went on a little 
further .and finally loeated the right 
tent. Captain Spratling was eating when 
lentered. lasked himif he was Captain 
Spratling and he replied ‘yes.’ Then 
I shot him. I believe I was right and 
believe 1 will be acquitted. 

Does Not Regret Act.. 

“My mind was so upset because he 
had broken up my home that if he had 
been in Mexico I would have followed 
him there and killed him. I have not 
regretted for one minute what I did. 
Jealously had nothing to do with it. 
I was never jealous of but one man in 
my life and he was my husband.” 

In a letter received today by Mrs. 
Adams from her husband, the latter 
announced that he had employed Judge 
John §, Candler to represent Mrs. 
Adams.

Normal Schedules Maintained 
on Elevated Roads and 
on Subway. 


New York, September 7.—Subway and 
elevated transportation lines on Man- 
hattan island were being operated to- 


were virtually normal schedules, al- 
though it was admitted that service on 
the surface lines of the New York Rail- 
way company was seriously affected 
by the traction strike called last night. 

Officials of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street and Electric Railway 
Employees who are’ conducting the 
strike, conceded that schedules on the 
subway and elevated lines were not se- 
riously hampered, but reiterated their 
determination to fight to the end. Theo- 
dore P. Shonts, president of the Inter- 
borough, issued a statement late today 
in which he said the strike was a fail- 
ure, and that if police protection con- 
tinued as good as it had been through- 
out the day, the city was assured of 
normal transportation facilities. 

Jbisorders that occurred in various 
parts of the city today resulted in only 
minor injuries to a few persons, ac- 
cording to polic reports. In some in- 
stances bricks were thrown from roofs 
upon elevated trains and attempts were 
also made to “rush” station employees 
from their posts.

NEGRO MOB ATTACKS

When Negroes Attempt to 
Rescue Prisoner—Son Uses 
Gun, Wounding Three As- 
sailants—Officers Use Riot 
Clubs on Crowd.

Macon, Ga., September 7.—(Special.) 
Three negroes were shot and a deputy 
sheriff was badly beaten up in a riot 
this evening in West Macon, in which 
a number of the negroes living in 
what is known as Unionville, a settle- 
ment, participated.

Several other 
negroes came up and the whole outfit 
| attacked the deputy, beating and kick- 
ing him, after first having relieved 
him of his pistol. 

Emmett Cass, however, opened fire 
on the negroes, wounding three of 
them, including Brady Jefferson, Doc 
Denton and an unidentified negro, 
who escaped. 

The bailiff and his son managed to 
get away from the crowd of negroes, 
which was rapidly increasing in num- 
ber. They made their way to a.gro- 
cery store two blocks away and phoned 
for the police. A squad of officers 
hastened to the scene. When they ar- 
rived they found’ 150 negroes in a 
threatening attitude. It was neces- 
sary for the officers to use riot clubs 
to disperse the crowd. Several ne- 
groes who were identified as being 
among those who attacked Cass were 
arrested and lodged in jail.

EMPEROR WILLIAM 
SEES HIS TROOPS 
RETREAT ON SOMME 


Paris, September 7.—Emperor Wil- 
liam, according to La Liberte’s corre- 
spondent at th efront, is watching in 
person the fierce struggle going on for 


the possession of Combles. The chief 
gain of yesterday's battle, the corre- 
spondent says, was that of the French 
General Micheler’s forces, who reached 
the railroad running from Roye to 
Peronne and hold it for a distance of 
2% miles, with the result that the Ger- 
man line of communication behind the 
Somme are now entirely in the hands 
of the entente allies. 

Chalnes, says the correspondent, is 

only about two-thirds of a mile ‘distant 
from the French line, and is expected

i Can Withhold Clearance. 

The final retaliation measure based 
on the same war conditions would give 
the president authority to withhold 
clearance to vessels of a belligerent 
nation, “making or giving any undue 


or unreasonable preference or advan- 


tage in any respect whatsoever to any 
particular person, company, firm or 
corporation, or any particular descrip- 
tion of traffic in the United States or 
to any citizen of the United States re- 
siding in neutral countries abroad or 
is subjecting any particular person, 
corporation or any particular descrip- 
tion of traffic in the United States or 
its possessons, or any citizen of the 
United States residing in neutral coun- 
tries abroad to any undue or unreason- 
able prejudice, disadvantage, injury or 
discrimination in regard to accepting, 
receiving, transporting or delivering, 
or refusing to accept, receive, transfer 
or deliver any cargo, freight or passen- 
gers, Or in any other respect whatso- 
ever, he is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to direct the detention of such 
vessels by withholding clearance or by 
formal notice forbidding departure, and 
to revoke, modify or renew any such 
direction.’’

To Back Down Gradually. 


The expectation of officials here is 
that any change the allies may decide 
to make as a result of the legislation 
will be made gradually rather than in 
the form of a blanket modification of 
the blockade. By exercisin greater 
leniency in cases of detained cargoes, 
by less rigorously enforcing the black- 
list, by ‘permittin mails to pass 
through mote quickly, and by similar 
means, it is pointed ow, a great part 
of the annoyance to Americans could 
be eliminated without a formal ac- 


knowledgment of defeat in the diplo- 
matic controversy. 

Some officials believe paneese of the 
legislation already has da soften- 
ing effect on the allied attitude toward 
American trade interests. Official and 
unofficial dispatches from London in 
the past few days, they point out, have 
not reflected such an uncompromising 
sentiment as has ever been apparent 
heretofore. With the retaliatory au- 
thority in the hands of the president, 
these officials | shear the allies will 
realize more fully what sweeping ef- 
fects their restrictive measures have 
had on this side of the Atlantic, and 
important modifications will quietly 
be put into effect. Just that, it is un- 
derstood, was the purpose which the 
state department hoped to accomplish 
by proposing legislative action. 


ADVISES BRITAIN 
TO RECONSIDER. 

‘London, September 7.—Commenting 
on the amendment to tHe revenue Dill, 
passed by the United States senate 
Tuesday night empowering the presi- 
dent to retaliate against interference 
with American commerce, the Man- 
chester Guardian says that although 
those who see in it no more than a 
flourish having a special virtue on the 
eve of election may be right, “never- 
theless we should do well to note two 
things: 

“First, these reprisals are directed 
against the allies and _ primarily 
against ourselves; second, they are 
popular in America.” 

he Guardian considers it is not gen- 
erally realized here how strong a sen- 
timent has been aroused throughout 
the United States by the blacklist pol- 
icy and interference with mails, and 
asks “if the foreign office is convinc- 
ed these practices of ours are so use- 
ful as to counterbalance the weaken- 
ing of American sympathy they involve 
or that they cannot be modified so as 
to meet American objections without 
seriously impairing any utilities they 
may have for ourselves.”

SUFFRARISTS PLAN 


Adopt Platform and Outline 
Campaign for Securing the 
Submission of the Federal 
Suffrage Amendment. 


Atlantic City, N. J. September 7.— 
After a long debate, which carried the 
afternoon session of the convention 
well into the evening, the National 
American Woman Suffrage association 
today adopted a platform outlining its 
plan of campaign for securing the sub- 
mission of the federal suffrage amend- 
ment to the estate legislature for 
ratification. 

It was decided that the next annual 
convention in 1917 be held in March or 
“thereabouts;” that a lobby be con- 
tinued at Washington and that the as- 
sociation conduct a nation-wide cam- 
paign of education, agitation, organi- 
zation and publicity in support of the 
federal amendment. A million-dollar 
campaign fund is to be raised between 
October, this year, and October, 1917. 

It was further agreed by the conven- 
tion that no state association shall ask 
the legislature of its state for the sub- 
mission of an amendment or referen- 
dum to the people until the national 


sociation shall have been given the op- 


portunity to investigate conditions and 
give consent. Any state organization 
which proceeds to such a stdte cam- 
paign without consent must be pre- 
pared to finance and conduct its cam- 
paign without help from the national 
body. Other steps are also to be taken 
to standardize and, nationalize the 
women suffrage movement. 
Steam Holler Charged. 

The convention got into a tangle over 
the method of considering the plat- 
form, many parliamentary moves being 
made to postpone immediate considera- 
tion or to have the numerous iteme in 
it taken up seriatim. Intimations were 
made that a steam roller was being 
used *to put the platform through the 
convention, but in the end it was 
adopted without amendment. 

Then followed another debate on the 
resolution of President Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, presented yesterday, which 
interprets the constitution to mean

“FERTILIZER TRUST” 


‘OWNS SMALL FIRMS 


Following Federal Probe, 
‘Large Concerns Agree in 
Future to Show Connection 
With “Independents.” 


Washington, September 7.—“Inde- 
pendent” firms in the fertilizer industry, 
actually operated by larger concerns, 
or the so-called “fertilizer trust,” will 
hereafter be fully identified with the 
parent interests, according to a report 
made public today by the federal trade 
commission which has been investigat- 
ing the fertilizer situation. The report 
says the companies concerned have 
agreed to show their various relation- 
ship on their containers and letter 


heads. 

The commission's investigation was 
made in compliance with a resoluton 
introduced last year by Senator Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, to whom farm- 
ers had complained regarding the high 
price of fertilizer, $150,000,000 worth 
of which as consumed by American 
farmers in 1914. In the letter of sub- 
mittal to the senate, accompanying the 
report, the commission asserts that 
there are in the United States $00 con- 
cerns operating some 1,200 plants, but 
that seven of the large companies, the 
largest being the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical company and the American 
Agricultural Chemical company, con- 
trol 58 per cent. of the total output. 
It is asserted that the prices paid by 
farmers for mixed fertilizers have been 
high in comparsion with the cash value 
of the constituent elements, partly 
because of credit conditions and ex- 
pensive’ distributing methods of the 
large companies, 

¢Tredit Conditions Bad. 


“Credit conditiofis affecting farm- 
ers,’”’ the letter continues, “are so 
burdensome that some action, :egisla- 
tive or otherwise, should be taken to 
remedy-them. Any action that would 
reduce the high interest rates on 
agricultural credits, particularly on 
short time loans, would tend to reduce 
the farmers’ prices, both on* fertilizer 
materials and mixed fertilizers.” 

By the practice of concealing the 
identity of controlled companies, which 
the commission has succeeded in hav- 
ing discontinued, the large corpora- 
tions are said it. the report to have 
been enabled to get more déalers in 
a given locality, and thus increasc 
their sales to the detriment of the 
smaller competing concerns; in addi- 
tion it has enabled them to benefit 
financially from business which they 
could not get under their own names, 
to sell to farmers’ who are dissatisfied 
With the same goods under a different 
name, to manipulate prices to the det- 
riment of the small competitors and to 
be responsible, in part, for the “absurd 
multiplication of brands.” 


Same Formula Used. 


It is said in the letter that in one 

State, out of 185 brands of fertilizer 
the American Agricultural 
company, registered in its 
own name and the name of subsidia- 
ries, 101 brands, the same formula 
consequently being sold under numer- 
ous brand names. 
_in South Carolina the Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical company rezistered 
‘l brands of fertilizer, all of which 
were of substantially the same com- 
position. 

The companies which engaged in 
these Practices told the federal in- 
vestigators they did so because of the 
additional] business secured thereby 
The commission raises the question in 
its letter whether such practices con- 
stitute an unfair method of competi- 
tion, in the sense of section 5 of the 
federal trade commission act, it be- 
ing detrimental to competitors who 
do not employ them. Two of the large 
companies are said to have refrained 
from the now corrected Practices on 
the ground that it was “objectionable 
business.”

Simple Exercises Held 
Thursday Afternoon in the 
Supreme Court Chamber. 
Funeral at Athens Saturday 


FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

The body of Justice Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin was taken from the cap- 
itol, where it had lain in state the 
greater part of the day, last night 
to the Terminal station and placed 
on a Seaboard train leaving for 
Athens at 8:30 o’clock. There it was 


taken to the home of the deceased’s 
brother, E. K. Lumpkin. The fu- 
neral will be held at the First Pres- 
byterian church in Athens tomorrow 
morning at 11:30 o’clock. Interment 
will be in Oconee cemetery. Justices 
Beverly D. Evans and H. Warner 
Hill were selected by the supreme 
court as an honorary escort from 
that body to attend the funeral. 
Either Judge Nash R. Broyles or 
Judge Peyton L. Wade will go from 
the court of appeals. Members of 
the Atlanta bar and other friend's 
of the deceased who wish to attend 
the funeral can leave on a Seaboard 
train at 7 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing, arriving in Athens about. an 
hour before the time scheduled for 


the funeral. They can return on a 
— in the afternoon of the same 
ay.

Tributes of love and respect from 
those who knew him best were paid 
to Justice Joseph Henry Lumpkin as 
man, scholar, jurist, citizen and friend, 
in the simple exercises held in the 
Supreme court chamber shortly after 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, while 
the body of the departed judge lay in 
state before the bar of the court, as a 
distinguished member of sich he had 
for eleven years served the people of 
the state he loved faithfully and well. 

In the audience which comfortably 
filled the small courtroom were only 
those who had known the dead states- 
man many years and who had their 
minds stored with memories of his 
splendid qualities of mind and heart. 
A deep feeling of personal grief per- 
meated all, and when the _ speakers 
found it difficult to restrain their emo- 
tion there was scarcely a dry eye to 
be seen among those who heard. 

Chair Draped in Black. 

There were his associates on the 
bench of our two highest courts in their 
accustomed seats, with one vacant chair 
draped in black to commemorate their 


loss; there were the Ten club, the little 


coterie of choice spirits of whom the 
deceased had been one of the most 
valued members; there were the com- 
rades of his college days represented 

y the alumni of his fraternity; there 
were the ladies to whom he had been 
bound by the double ties of blood and 
long, intimate social relations. It was 
all @s he would have had it could he 
have been present and arranged the 
services himself. 

The exercises were opened when the 
judges entered from the door behind 
the bench, and Chief Justice W. H. 
Fish, after a few introductory remarks 
expressive of the grief of the bench 
and bar of the state, called upon the 
Rev. Dr. Henry A: Porter, of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, to lead in prayer. 

Following the prayer, the Rev Dr. 
Dunbar Ogden, of the Central Presby- 
terian church, of which church the de- 
ceased had been a regular attendant, 
delivered a brief address. Dr. Ogden 
read from the Scripture the qualifica- 
tions laid down by Moses for a judge 
and showed how Judge Lumpkin had 
measured fully up in his career as a 
jurist to the specifications of Holy 
Writ. There were four requimements, 
he said, natural ability, learning, fair- 
ness and incorruptibility, and Justice 
een had been prominent in them 
all. 
The second speaker was Z. D. Har- 
rison, clerk of the supreme court, who 
had been intimately associated with 
the deceased from the time that, as a 
young man of 22, he had entered the 
public service as assistant supreme 
court reporter. Mr. Harrison said that 
he had never known a more loyal and 
faithful public servant and that, like 
others of his distinguished predeces- 
sors in the high office he filled, he had 

iven his life to his sense of duty. He 
ied from overwork. His very last 
thoughts had been of the tasKs which 
the people had laid on him. He had 
actually dictated an opinion from his 
death bed. Such had been his fidelity 
to the heavy responsibilties under 
which he had patiently toiled. 


Henry Peeples Tribute. 


Henry C. Peeples, who, in addition to 
being a kinsman of the deceased,» haa 
been a most intimate friend, wi? the 
third man called upon by Chief Justice 
Fish. Mr. Peeples said that it was 
with great difficulty that he could 
restrain his emotions sufficiently to 
say anything so soon after the fearful 
blow which Se had suffered. 

“Our friend,” he continued, “was not 
only a good assistant reporter, a good 
reporter, a good superior court judge 
and a good supreme court judge, but he 
was pre-eminent tn each of these ca- 
pacities. In every position he gave his 
best and only those who could appreci- 
ate the best were able to judge the full 
measure of Mr. Justice Lumpkin’s ex- 
cellence. 

The Rev. Dr: John F. Purser spoke 
as the representative of thee Ten club. 
He sai“ that the deceased had encoun- 
tered the mightiest problems that con- 
fronted a thinker, had fought out bat- 
tles in his own mind, and had reached 
solutions on many things which the 
world never knew anything about. He 
dwelt on the judge’s growing fondness 
for the Bible which he had come to 
study and appreciate more fully in his 
later years. ae 

Juéxe Nash Broyles delivered a brief 
eulogy on behalf of the appeals court, 
quoting and applying to the dead man 
the tribute which Senator Ben Hill had 
paid to Lee. 

Justice Evans’ Tribute. 


The last speaker was the presiding 


justice of the supreme court, Beverly 
D. Evans. Of all the members of the 


court. he had probably been on terms of! 


greatest intimacy with Judge Lumpkin. 
He read the following brief tribute to 
the man he had known so well and

Grandson eof Chief Ju*tice. 


The late Judge Joseph Henry Lump- 
kin was tenderly devoted to the mem- 
ory of his grandfather for whom he 
was named, the late Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin, Georgia's first chief justice. 

One of his last acts just before he 
was taken ill was to give a commission 
to Charles Frederick Naegele, the dis- 
tinguished New York artist, for the 
portrait of his grandfather which he 
intended to present to the new law 
school of Emory university. One of 
the last letters he wrote was one in- 
troducing the artist to the chancellor 
of the university, that the latter might 
aid in securing photographs as 
studies. The letter was characteristic- 
ally simple and direct. In part it was: 

“Dear Dave: This will introduce to 
you Mr. Charles Frederick Naegele, who 
will paint my grandfather's portrait. 
I wish him to see the one which hangs 
in the library of the university, or ane 
of the halls,’ and so the letter con- 
tinued. 

Judge Lumpkin had given the sub- 
ject thoughtful consideration. He had 
talked with his cousin, Mrs. Samuel 
Lumpkin, who had suggested that Mr. 
Naegele be chosen. Others were simi- 
larly confident of the artist’s ability. 
When the decision was finally reached, 
Judge Lumpkin remarked: “I could 
have had the portrait done f- less 
than yours will cost, Mr. Naegéie, but 
my grandfather is a great subject, and 
worthy a great portrait.” 

The Naegele portraits which so im- 
ressed Judge LumpKin were those 
ust finished of Mrs. Jack J. Spalding, 
of Atlanta, and Colonel G. Gunby Jor- 
dan, of Columbus.

JOSEPH HENRY LUMPKIN. 


Justice Joseph Henry Lumpkin, of, the 
state supreme court, whose unexpected and 
sudden death will be deplored, was the sec- 
‘ond of that name to occupy distinguished 
position upon the bench of the state’s high- 
est court. 

The fifst chief justice of the supreme 
court of Georgia was Joseph Henry Lump- 
kin, grandfather of the late justice, and the 
grandson had no higher ambition than to 
follow in the footsteps of his distinguished 
ancestor. 

It was his foremost aim and purpose to 
live the life and parallel the career of the

’ first chief justice; and he did it in all but 


the attainment of the chief justiceship upon 
the supreme bench, of which for eleven 
years he has been a distinguished, hard- 
working and efficient member. 

. There is no doubt that if Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin had lived his allotted years he 
would have achieved the goal of his ambi- 


tion; but*he was stricken in the prime of 


life, in spite of his well-known temperate 
habits. 

Justice Lumpkin was a worthy represent- 
ative of one of Georgia’s most illustrious 
families. His mind turned to the judicial; 
and he was by temperament and ability pe- 
culiarly fitted for service on the bench. In 
superior and supreme courts he_ served 
Georgia for twenty-three years; and there 
are no safer or sounder decisions construing 
the law of the state than those written over 
These decisions and the serv- 
ice he has rendered the state will live for 
many years; he fulfilled the mission of his 
distinguished grandfather in all but name 
only—that of chief justice; for nowhere 
upon the rolls of all Georgia’s highest judges 
will there be found a name which signifies 
more in the careful and accurate construc- 
tion of the written law. 

There is no one who knew him or knew 
of him who will not read or hear of the 
death of Justice Lumpkin with feelings of 
regret at the loss to the state of such a man. 


YOUNG ATLANTA ABROAD. 


If any evidence were needed of the 
ability of Young Atlanta to take care of the 
city’s reputation and laurels, 14-year-old 
Bob Jones had abundantly furnished it on 
the Merion links at Haverford, Pa. 

Bob Jones, son of Robert T. Jones, of 
Atlanta, and Perry Adair went to the na- 
tional golf tourmament at Haverford as 
Atlanta's representatives. Regardless of 
age or golf experience, none abler or better 
equipped could have been chosen. 

Perry Adair, 17 years old, won out in the 
first round against international champions, 
and sustained his reputation well won here 
at home and in many southern tournaments. 

Bobby Jones has proven the golf hero of 
the year, of the decade. Fresh from south- 
ern victories at Birmingham and Knoxville, 
he did not hesitate to enter the lists against 
world champions, and after entering he went 
to work to beat them all, and for the last 
half day of the contest had even the much 
older American champion at his heels, — 

“The Georgia wonder child,” as he has 
been termed by Haverford golf enthusiasts, 
went to the finals with a lead over Robert 
A. Gardner, of Chicago, the national cham- 
pion, losing by a bare scratch. 

His wonderful performance entitles him 
to a recognition upon his return home which 
we are confident Atlanta golfers will accord. 

It should be an inspiration to “Young 
Atlanta” in the matter of civic service. The 
boy, the future citizen, can do big and im- 
portant things right now. Youth should af- 
ford no reason for hesitation. All of them 
can’t be national champions, but all can 
gerve and serve well just by constant and 
persistent effort.

GEORGIA WILL SHARE. 


According to information from Secretary 
of Agriculture Houston, Georgia will share 
, in the distribution of the federal good roads 
fund, under the act passed at the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature creating a state high- 
way commission, composed of the members 
of the state prison commission, the state 
geologist, and the professors of engineering 
at the University of Georgia and Georgia 
Tech. 

There is no one to whom this information 
is more welcome than to The Constitution. 
The one thing for which The Constitution 
fought when the legislature was in session 
was to get a bill which would pass muster 
with the federal authorities, and enable the 
state to secure the approximately $2,000,000 
coming to it under the federal good roads 
act. 

The measure was read and passed upon 
by Logan Waller Page, director of the good 
roads bureau of the national department of 
agriculture, and his view was that Georgia 
could not hope to get by with it. Under 
the circumstances, decision of the national 
department of agriculture that it is satis- 
factory and will answer the purpose as to 
the distribution of the federal fund is more 
than welcome. 

Any road projects taken up to be accom- 
plished through federal aid must be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the national de- 
partment of agriculture. There are plenty 
of opportunities in Georgia for such im- 
provement, and it is now up to the commis- 
sion to make proper selection, and get the 
most important done first. 

If the measure has achieved the partic- 
ular object sought and put Georgia on the 
list for her proportionate share of the fed- 
eral good roads fund, it has made ¢ good 
beginning. 


THE KAISER IN A NEW ROLE. 


The German papers give a pleasing pic- 
ture of the kaiser in a peaceful field; that 
is, it is pleasing to his people, and for 
himself it varies the monotony of the red 
fields of the fighters. It is that of Ger- 
many’s ruler as a harvest hand, and is thus 
given in a Berlin dispatch to The New York 
Sun: 


He takes off his coat and in his shirt 
sleeves the supreme head of the German 
empire begins to work in the field. A 
cheerful smile illuminates his majesty’s 
face, deeply furrowed by the cares of war 
and of years. The hot perspiration 
streams from his brow at such work. 
With surprise, onlookers perceive his 
majesty is wiping with his sleeves the 
sweat from his forehead. 

Lo! We see another beautiful picture. 
His majesty sits down on the ground 
amidst his faithful Silesian people and 
drinks fresh water out of a commog jug! 


That’s the other side of the stérn war 
lord, and, it is said, temporarily sharing the 
labors of his toiling subjects is by no means 
unusual with him. 

And a fine effect it has on them, and is 
guch a relief from the mowing down of men 
in millions to really lend a helping hand to 
humanity! 

But he knows that the mowing down 
process isn’t interfered with by his inno- 
cent absence; that fields are still being 
“made fertile with the blood of men” for 
the harvests of the future—no matter into 
whose victorious hands they ultimately 
fall. 

It may be well for all the kings and 
princes of war-wrecked Europe to” learn 
the lesson of getting down to the people as 
early as possible; for it is the lesson they 
will have to learn, foreshadowed by a war 
which was not of the people’s seeking. 


THE AERIAL LIMITED. 


The time is coming when efficiency in 
aviation will not be confined to the few. 
“Get ready to fly” is the advice of Leslie’s, 
in an article on the development of the aero- 
plane on an extensive scale, combining both 
freight and passenger service. 

Leslie’s considers that the outlook for 
aerial transportation is so favorable, it is 
predicted that within five years the aero- 
plane will be in common use: 


It will be brought within the reach 
of men of moderate means SO as to af- 
ford them a ready vehicle of transporta- 
tion from their city to their summer 
homes. The interesting fact is noted by 
President Edward M. Hagar, of the Wright 
company, that he has recently received a 
request for estimates on ten aeroplanes, 
each of three-ton freight capacity, with 
which valuable ore from an inaccessible 
mine is to be carried from the moun- 
tains to a convenient shipping point. 
The part that the aeroplane is playing 
in the great European war astonishes 
all observers and must inevitably lead, 
at the’ close of the war, to a wider util- 
ization of the aeroplane im peaceful pur- 
suits. 


In that day the suburbanite will not 
have to go at breakneck speed to catch the 
morning train, and with every owner of a 
flying machine a skilled aviator, there would 
be less danger from aerial clashes than from 
auto collisions on crowded highways.

Professor W. F. Dykes, prineipal of the 
Beys’ High school and who is also super- 
vising principal cf all of the city high schools, 
has announced that registration of pupils 


in the Boys’ High has progressed so rapidly 


during the week that the school will be com- 
pletely filled at the opening next Monday. 

This school will be materially strength- 
ened this year over what it has been at any 
previous period in its history, although its 
past record has been a distinguishing one. 
For one thing, plans are being made to 
strengthen the history and civics course ma- 
terially, but at the same time, the require- 
ments for graduation will not be increased. 

The Boys’ High is one of the few. pre- 
paratory schools in the state on the accred- 
ited list cf all southern colleges; and gradu- 
ates from it in the past have won distinc- 
tion in such northern colleges and univer- 
sities as Harvard, Yale and Princeton. The 
majority of those graduating from it last 
year have been adnpitted to the leading col- 
leges of the south upon their certificates 
of graduation from this school. 

For the convenience of the public the of- 
ficial college entrance examinations are held 
annually at the Boys’ High school. The in- 
stitution has a state-wide reputation for 
the excellence of its work in debating, and 
the annual school debates, held in Decem- 
ber in the Auditorium-Armory, always have 
attracted wide attention. 

Last year the enrollment of the 
reached 450, the highest in its history, and 
provisions have been made for the accom- 
modation of at least 500 students during 
the school year about to begin. The appli- 
cations to date come up practically to that 
number, and many more are in prospect. 

Despite the fact that the school was ham- 


school’ 


pered for the lack of funds, through the 
failure of council to make the required ap- 
propriation for the school, the faculty is 
commendably optimistic and imbued with a 
determination to make the best of the equip- 
ment on hand. This, while not what the 
school department of the city had hoped 
for, is of a higher standard than the equip- 
ment of any other high school in the state. 

In the Boys’ High school two courses are 
on the curriculum—classical and scientific. 
The enrollment for this year shows about 
an equal division of preference between the 
two among the prospective student body. 

The fatulty this year will be made up 
of seventeen instructors, and all of the high- 
est ability. Since last year three new mem- 
bers have been added to the teaching staff. 

During the vacation period an unusually 
great number of the members of the faculty 
have better equipped themselves by patroniz- 
ing the summer courses in eastern and north- 
ern colleges and univirsities. Among these 
Professors F. R. Mason, J. H. Montgomery, 
Irvin Ennis, T. C. Kimball and J. K. Fancher 
took post-graduate courses in departmental 
work in the University of Chicago, and Pro- 
fessor H. S. Harvard did similar work at 
Columbia university. 

Not only is this school patronized by many 
of the best families in Atlanta, but this 
year the number of non-resident applicants 
is unusually great, attesting the fact that 
the reputation for efficiency of the school has 
spread generally throughout the state. An 
earnest effort will be made to accommodate 
all of the non-resident applicants, but to do 
this the capacity of the school will be taxed 


| to the limit.

ROBERT B. BLACKBURN TO SPEAK

In Georgia Before Long,

[Mvidences are accumulating that within 
two or three years at least Georgia will 
have a fairly good crop of women lawyers 
as a result of the recent enactment by the 
legislature of the woman lawyer bill. Law 
schools all over the state which admit women 
to their classes are already receiving numer- 
ous appgications from young Georgia women 
who want to try their luck and ability at 
the bar. 

The Atlanta Law school has already re- 
ceived applications from some ten Georgia 
women for admission to the fall term classes. 
The majority of these live in and near At- 
lanta, although several will come from other 
sections of the state. They are undeterred 
by the fact that all the classes of the school 
are held at night and some of them will 
take advantage of the opportunity which this 
gives to make themselves self-supporting 
while they are securing their legal training. 

“We have always been glad to have wom- 
en in the Atlanta Law school,” said Dean 
Hamilton Douglas, “and it ie a well-known 
fact that several women graduates from this 
school] took the most prominent part in urg- 
ing the enactment of the new law admit- 
ting women to the Georgia bar. The fact 
that the classes are held at night does not 
seem to worry them in the least where they 
are determined to secure a legal education 
and make their own way. We shall be glad 
to have all-that want to come.” 


Georgia to Share in Federal 
’ Funds for Highway Work

Expressing his surprise at the action of 
the Association of State Farmers’ unions at 
their recent meeting in New Orleans, when 
they “fixed” the minimum price of cotton at 
12 cents per pound, William A. Shelton, of 
Athens, has written the following letter to 
The Constitution. Mr. Shelton is a graduate 
of the University of Chicago, where he has 
just completed a two-year course on market- 
ing. Mr. Shelton also is the author of a paper 
on cotton prices and changes which covers 
the history of the cotton crop of America for 
the past ten years. | 

His letter flows: 

. September 7, 1916. 

Editor Constitution: Under date of Sepe- 

tember 6 a special letter from New Orleans 
reads as follows: 
“The annual meeting of the Association 
of State Farmers’ unions’ presidents, which 
has just closed here, fixed 12 cents per pound 
as the minimum price of cotton, and urged 
that all bankers, merchants and business in- 
terests of the south co-operate in *maintain- 
ing this price in order that the cotton indus- 
tries of the south might be placed upon @ 
stable basis.’’ 

Do the presidents of the State Farmers’ 
unions think that united action of the farme- 
ers will be necessary to prevent cotton from 
being marketed at less than 12 cents during 
the coming season? What is the outlook for 
cotton prices for 1916-17? In 1914 the world’s 
production of cotton was almost 25,000,000 
600-pound net bales. The war began immedi- 
ately before the harvesting of this large 
crop, and yet prices remained below 8 cents 


for only some two months. In 1915 the world’s 
production was only 18,500,000 bales, a re- 
duction of more than six million bales. This 
crop was marketed at from 11 to 13% cents, 
notwithstanding the large carry-over from 
the previous year, and not including the Au- 
ust prices, which ranged from 13 to 17 
cents, 

How does the present outlook compare 

with that of last year as to prices? In the 
first place, we are continuing the recovery 
from the disturbance in cotton consumption 
due to the war. The cotton spindleage of the 
world outside of the war zone is increasing 
steadily to meet the large and increasing de- 
mand for cotton goods. The consumption of 
cotton is increasing. 
_ In the second place, the American produc- 
tion for this year is now estimated at less 
than 12,000,000 bales by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. That is, this year’s 
crop is almost as small as that of last year, 
Two short crops have fallen together. Last 
year’s production of American cotton was 
slightly more than 11,990,000 bales, and the 
consumption almost 15,000,000 bales. This 
year’s crop will be less than 12,000,000 bales 
and the consumption would be 15,000,000 
bales if the cotton were available at from 12 
to 14 cents. 

What will be the result? Since the 15,000,- 
900 bales of American cotton will not be 
available, the price will be increased in an 
attempt to secure cotton enough to meet the 
demand. 

It is beyond sane belief that cotton prices 
will fall below 12 cents, and it ts the opinion 
of the writer that the farmer himself will 
need the aid of no one to able to get 
more than 12 cents for his cotton. 

Tt is also believed that the saner farmers 
will not sell cotton for less than 15 cents, 
and that many will wisely hold their cotton 


} for 16 cents, with an excellent probability of 


getting that price before the end of May.

HENDERSON DISCUSSES | 


STATE ROAD EXTENSION 


Fine Terminal Facilities Are 
Planned’ for Macon and 
Atlanta by Promoters. 


——— 


J. A. J. Henderson, who was in At- 
lanta yesterday, revealed some of the 
details which will be submitted to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad commis- 
sion in connection with Mr. Hender- 
son’s proposal to extend the state road 
to the sea. 

He declared that, while his plan is 
amply supported financially, and that 
he 
commission, he does not believe that he 
should reveal the backers of the plan 
prematurely. 

He declared, however, that it is the 
purpose of the promoters of this exten- 
sion proposition to build a road from 
Atlanta via Macon to St. Mary’s, where 
the state owns water frontage, on as 
nearly a direct airline as possible. He 
stated that it is proposed to spend ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 in Atlanta on 
terminal facilities and,a similar sum 
in Macon, while a large sum would also 
be so invested at St. Mary’s. 

Will Not Affect Plan. 


Mr. Henderson declared that while 
there are several lines between At- 
lanta and the sea whose trackage could 
probably be bought and used in such 
an extension, that whether or not the 
tracks of any existing road are utilized 
will not affect the plan in the least. 

It is expected that the commission 
will stipulate that any extension plan 
to be considered by the commission 
shall contemplate no extension to any 
port beyond the confines of the state 
of Georgia, in order that the state 
road may not become further involved 
in interstate commerce than it at pres- 
ent finds itself through its trackage in 
Tennessee. Mr. Henderson stated that 
such a stipulation would not affect the 
plans of the backers of this extension 
project to perfect a direct line from 
Atlanta to Jacksonville, Fla.; that if 
the ~state road is extended under his 


is prepared to show this to the, 


proposed plan, his backers will bulld 
an independent road from St. Mary’s 
to Jacksonville, so that the entire state 
road might be operated as a direct 
one-line haul from Chattanooga 10 
Jacksonville. 

While Mr. Henderson did not so staje, 
this might indicate that whatever - 
terests are backing him will propose to 
the commission to lease not only the 
extension but the entire road, both the 
portion now operated and that proposed 
to be built. 


Develop South Georgia Territory. 


Mr. Henderson said that not least in 
the con'sideration of himself and his as- 
sociates in proposing to extend the 
state road to the sea is the develop- 
ment of the south Georgia territory 
through which such a ro would pass, 
upon which development, of course. 
would depend to a very material de- 
gree the financial success with which 
the road might be operated. 

He stated that as soon as the com- 
mission advertises for bids and pro- 
posals, he and his associates will be 
ready to submit the details of their 

lans, which he entertains the hope and 

elief that the commission will accept. 

Mr. Henderson stated that he has just 
held a conference with Chairman C. M. 
Candler, of the commission, as to the 
intention of the commission to adver- 
tise September 25 for proposals to ex- 
tend the road, and that he is pleased 
with the result of the interview.
